TALES OF ECUADOR.

Address by U. S. Minister Lee Before
National Geographic Cociety.

“Beautiful Ecuador’” was the subject of
a lecture given by Joseph W. Lee, Unlited
States minister to Ecuador, before the Geo-
graphic Soclety and its friends at Na-
tional Rifles’ Armory, 920 G street north-
west, Friday nlght. At the last meeting of
this society, which was held in Hubbard

Memorial Hall on 16th street, the attend- |

ance was so far in excess of the capacity
of the hall, it was decided to hold all fu-
ture meetings in the Natlonal Rifles

pacity of 1,000, was inadequate to accommo-
date those who attended last night, and
long before the hour set for the lecture
every seat was taken.

Mr. Lee pictured the South American re-
public not enly as one af the most beauti-
ful spots on earth, but one of the most
fertile, and possessed of endless possibil-
ties. Ecuador, he said, i8 the most suc-
cessful and extensive cocoa producing coun-
try in the world, and the banana planta-
tions in the lower regions could supply the
world. Cotton is widely grown, and many
rich planters are engaged in the work. Dur-
ing the civil war in the United States Great
Britain and France were supplied with cot-
ton by Ecuador.

“Next to cocoa and bananas,” Mr. Lee
sald, *'the ivory nut is the most popular
product in Ecuador. This nut contains a
fluld which hardens into a substance re-
sembling ivory, and is used all over the
world for buttons. When looking at a map
of South Amerlca one is given the impres-
sion that Ecuador is small, but as @ mat-
ter of fact it is more than twice as large
in area as France, and twice as large as
Texas. The total area is 429,000 square
miles, but the population {s less than
2,000,000.

“The climate varies. Along the sea coast
it is generally warm, on the plateaus the
climate Is noted for its mildness, and the
mountains, which range from 6,000 to 20,004
feet above the sea level, are capped with
snow throughout the year.”

The lecturer discussed at much length the
city of Quito, the capital of Ecuador. It is
situated on a high plateau surrounded by
mammoth mountains, the largest and most
majestic of which is “Sugar Loaf.”” The
climate of this clty, he said, is tdeal, “just
like one prolonged epring.” The tempera-
ture averages ahout 60 degrees.

One of the most noticeable features of
this city is its adequate and efficlent fire
department. The houses and public build-
ngs are also attractive. As a general rule
they are all built of handsome wood and
after the old Spanish architecture.
Like most South American cities the Quito
streets are not graded, narrow and sur-
faced with cobble stones. There are many
trees along the streets, and the city has as
many beautiful public parks as any city of
its size in the world.

The inhabltants of this amblitious young
republic are bright and Industrious and
anxious for American patronage and co-
operation, the speaker sald. He declared
that there is much opportunity for Ameri-
can caplital and commerce there.

WANTED BY MEXICO.

Alleged Conspirators Who Have Been
Arrested.

Senor Don Balbino Davalos,
the Mexican embassy, has reported to
State Department that United States
commissioner at St. Louls had discharged
L. Reveria. one of the editors of the Span-
ish newspaper Regeneracion, who was ar-
rested at the request of the Mexic 1
thorities. The charge was greatly disap-
pointed, and sought to ascertain whether
there was any recourse {rom the decision
of the commissioner that the offense of
Reveria was political and therefore not ex-
traditable. He denled that the Mexican
government had thought of shootlng the
men as soon as they could be taken across
the border. He pointed out that the mnen
had been In Mexico sinece their alleged
crime and then could have been shot If
the government desired.

Antonlo Villereal, also wanted on a
charge of conspiring against his govern-
ment, and who wlll probably be deported
from the United States as an undesirable
immigrant on the ground that he had
served a sentence for murder, is yet in the
hands of the immigration officlals.

The Department of Commerce and Labor,
it is =ald, will review the case before he
i1s deported. An Investigation may be
made to learn whethier this government is
sending Villereal to certain death by es-
corting him to a country which wants
him for conspiracy agalnst hile government,
